THE first major 
attempt in Ireland to 
commercially rear sea 
salmon in captivity is 
being made jointly by 
the Irish State Elec- 
tricity Supply Board 
and another semi-state 
body, Gaeltarra 
Eireann, responsible 
for industrial develop- 
ment and promotion in 
native Gaelic-speaking 
areas. 

The project is being under- 
taken at Lettermullan, a 
sheltered bay on the Galway 
coast. 

In the two-year pilot pro- 
ject, 30,000 salmon will be 
reared in the sea in special 
net enclosures and (Hb adult 
fish will be processed for ex- 
port to the growing European 
Farmed -salmon market. 

The two bodies involved 
will each have two directors 
in the new company. 

Although there have been 
several salmon sea farming 
experiments in Ireland, this 
project is the first major com- 
mercial one and aims to 
achieve a profit — though a 
modest one in the first two-

year pilot period. Operating 
cost will be in the region of 
£120.000. 

The site was chosen for its 
depth, shelter and good water 
flow. Fifteen special sea cages 
imported from Norway are 
being anchored in position 70 
yards from shore and it is 
hoped to add 16 more of Irish 
design and manufacture. 

Musse/s 

Both organisations have 
previously been involved, in 
Fish farming experiments.' 
The ESB has carried out ex- 
perimental work on comercial 
salmon farming in salt water 
at Carna, also in County 
Galway, over the paBt two 
years, and Gaeltarra Eirean 
became a partner in a 
farm established in the 
Western Gaeltacht last year 
to develop the commercial 
farming of oysters and 
mussels. 

However, neither has been 
as big or important to the 


future development of fish 
farming as the present pro- 
ject. 

By the end of this month. 
30,000 smolta will have been 

f ilaced in the cages brought 
rom a hatchery which the 
ESB maintains at Par teen for 
fish development in the rivers 
tapped for hydro-electric 
developments. 

The 3in. long smalts will be 
fed six times a day in the ear- 
ly stages with fish meal, 

E ellets and bonemeal. It is 
oped that, given suitable 
conditions, they will grow to 
at least 5 lb. within two years, 
when they can be harvested. 

Profits and expenses will 
be shared by the two groups 
and the experiment will be 
monitored. Information dis- 
covered wilt be valuable in 
future development of fish- 
farming in Ireland, both 
organisations said, though 
they did not indicate if it 
would be made available to 
commercial interests.

A LARGE PART of the British 
Trawler fleet was preparing itself 
for the chop, late this week.

With around 95 British trawlers sailing to 
Iceland there are fears that this number could 
bo cut in half if a deal with Iceland, which look- 
ed imminent on Wednesday, is struck. This 
would result in an enormous loss of jobs in the 
major fishing ports both at sea and shore.

Industry representatives were called to London on 
Tuesday, and briefed about the possibility of an 
agreement. Although they were not saying much 
nffer the meeting, it was obvious that those who 
attended were not happy at what they had heard. 


In the House of Commons, members of the All- 
Party Fisheries Committee were reported to be get- 
ting restive about the situation because an expected 
statement from Mr. Crosland hnd not been forthcom- 
ing. Leader of the Committee, Mr. James Johnson 
(Hull, West) told Fishing News that their worst fears 
were being reinforced that an agreement based on 
restricting the numbers of our trawlers at Iceland, 
looked on the cards. "Such a deal would be disastrous 
for ports like Hull. ! am a quota man, and I believe that 
that is the wav this issue should be settled", he said. 


Despite the news of an imminent settlement, 
Iceland was doing nothing Inst week to create a good 
ntood for the talks. 

The main aggressor was the gunboat Avgir and on 
May 20, she was involved in two collisions with the 
frigate Salisbury, raking her side making a small hole.

54ft Scots seiner

THE ARBROATH yard 
of Garrard Brothers 
has just completed the 
54ft. transom sterned 
seiner trawler Nimrod 
HI for two brothers, 
Alec and Charles 
Imrae, of Plttenweem. 

Designed by naval 
architects, G. L. Watson and 
Ct>., she has a beam of 17.9 ft. 
and tonnage of 24.50 tons. 
Although she is of traditional 
Scottish design and layout, 
she has one or two features ot 
particular interest. 

Her combination seine and 


trawl winch is a new model 
from the Northern Tool and 
Gear Co. of Arbroath and is 
driven by a high speed, low 
torque, Dowmatic motor, 
which will increase its general 
performance, and there is 
worm and worm wheel drive 
from thB motor to the seine 
shaft which allows for easier 
maintenance. 

Another unusual feature of 
the boat is that much of her 
superstructure, including 
her deckhouse, whaleback 
and hatches, were made of 
aluminium by a Fife firm.

Nimrod III is powered by a

Both these questions were 
considered by Dr. Ramu 
Pillay, head of fish farming at 
KAO and secretary of the con- 
ference, when he presented 
his review paper on the State 
of Aquaculture in 1976 at the 
first session on Wednesday. 

In 1970, he told par- 
ticipants, 2.6 million metric 
tons of finfish was the es- 
timated farm output made on 
the basis of information 
collected from 36 countries, 
plus about 1.3m. .tonB of 
crustaceans, molluscs and 
seaweeds. , , 

The latest estimate is just 
over six m. tons or about 8.6 
per cent of the 1976 world fish 


harvest of 70 m. tons. 

Looking to the future, Dr. 
Pillay reported that surveys 
of potential growth in fanning 
point to a doubling of output 
to 12 m. tons by 1986. And, 
"if this pace of increase is 
maintained", a reasonable 


expectation might be a five- 
fold increase by the year F 
for a total of 30 m. tons.

"The British Government 
plainly has not been 
prosecuting our caBe strongly 
enough in Brussels and, with 
protection for their own 
markets, the rest of the EEC 
are quite happy to see us take 
the brunt of the imports flood 
as our decline is very much to 
their long-term advantage.” 

Commission Regulation 
(EEC) No. 1010/76 suspends 
imports of fresh or chilled cod 
at below the EEC’s reference 
price which, says The British 
Trawlers' Federation, is 
another nonsense. 

The reference price quoted 
is £12.64 per 62.5 kg kit, 
which is well below the 
production cost of cod in any 
EEC country. Costs vary ac- 
cording to catch rates but, on 
average. British fishermen 
need at least s-20 per kit for

The former smack Alert, 
with a 3.8 BMC 60 hp engine 
and 2: 1 reduction gearbox 
just installed, is catching the 
eye again juBt as Bhe did when 
she arrived from Boston un- 
der canvas for Cleethorpes in- 
shore expert Jack Priestley 
why back in 1916. 

bhe was motorised shortly 
after the Great War and spent 
several spells away from, the 
Humber port,- repaying her 


cost over and over again, 
although in recent years Bhe 
has had a more leisurely life 
in keeping with her age. 

Now owner Reg Poole has 
completely overhauled the 
37 -footer and, rigged with a 
20 ft. beam trawl, sne is work- 
ing the Humber with "Salt" 
Noble, assisted by Chris 
Gored, at the old hand tiller. 

The 61 -year-old burns only 
five or six gallons of fuel on a 
12 -hour trip between tides 
"just checking the tide" or 
towing the beam at about a f 
knot. 

With a few soles getting 
into the Humber now ana 
making upwards of £100 per 
10-stone kit "Salt", an exile 
from Scarborough, is natural- 
ly concentrating on the 
grounds they frequent. 

So far they haven't really 
struck it rich and “Salt" 
jokes: "We're catching more 
coal than fish!” for they 
seldom return without a sack 
or two of steam coal probably 
washed off the decks of the 
old coal -fired steam trawlers 
which frequently put to sea 
with extra "bunkers” heaped 
on their decks. 

However, they are making 
a living and when the Ash do 
come their way they are well 
equipped to cope. 

Also going in for beaming, 
this time solo, is Freddy 
Goodwin, who plans to work 
his coble Florence (SH 99) 
thiB summer.
